The Currency bill passed by the Senate in 
February provides for the. withdrawal of 
the three per cent. temporary loan certifi- 
cates, and an additional issue of forty-five 
millions of national bank notes to compen- 
sate for their cancellation, It assigns this new 
circulation to national banks to be organized 


the new banks, which are to be required to 
hold gold and silver amounting to one-fourth 
of their circulation. The general effect of 
the Senate bill, therefore, is to: leave the 
volume of currency undisturbed. It con- 
templates changes in the distribution of 
$85,000,000, and the process prescribed might 
possibly entail some temporary inconveni- 
ence upon the monetary centers of the East. 
But it avoids both of the alternative evils, 
and so displeases both the contractionists 
and the expansionists, . - 

The House has not. acted with heed’ 
dom. It has discussed and divided again 
and again with an apparent uncertainty of 
purpose which has sufficed to keep alive anx- 
iety. It has threatened us alternately with 
expansion and contraction, and has shown a 
lamentable inability to appreciate the real 
dangers of either. For the time, the advo- 
cates of expansion haye triumphed to the 
extent of fifty millions. The bill, ae finally 
amended and adopted on Wednesday, makes

logically that if the use of aleohol is wrong.
